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God Heals the Sick 


EVANGELIST SAM C. PERRY 


O many divine healing is a precious 

reality. Some feel that only for the 
fact that at some time or other God 
answered prayer and healed them of 
some serious trouble, they would not 
now be living. It is so with this writer, 
and en several occasions, and of others 
we know. 

The doctrine and practice of healing 
by prayer and faith has an important 
place among us. That it is a Bible teach- 
ing not even the most critical can deny. 
Many are the instances of healing both 
in the Old and New Testaments. It is a 
part of God’s great provision for His 
people. However, the question arises as to 
its proper place and value in the Church. 
Can it be overemphasized, or stressed be- 
yond its true importance? Some think 
so. 

If healing for the body is in the 
atonement of Jesus, as many prominent 
Bible teachers declare it is, and we be- 
lieve they are right about it (read Isa. 
53:4, 5; Matt. 8:16, 17; 1 Peter 2:24), 
then it certainly rests on a solid foun- 
dation. 

As the disciples were sent to preach 
the gospel to all the world, the healing 
of the sick was one of the signs that 
should follow. “They shall lay hands on 
the sick and they shall recover,” Mark 
16:18, and among the gifts set in the 
church as a part of its complement, 
“gifts of healing” is fourth in the list. 
1 Cor. 12:8. In James 5:14 prayer with 
the anointing of oil is a part of the min- 
istry of the elders for the healing of any 
who are sick and call for them. Rom. 8: 
11 connects healing with the presence 
and ministry of the Holy Spirit. “But if 
the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raised up Christ from the dead shall al- 
so quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you.” A_ very 
significant statement is found in 3 John 
2. “Beloved I wish above all things thar 
thou mayest prosper and _ be in health, 
even as thy soul prospereth.” From these 
last two scriptures would it not seem 
that ordinarily physical healing and 
health should accompany the victorious 
Christian life? Another marvelous prom- 
ise which we believe comprehends _ all 
that God has_ provided for soul and 
body, is found in 1 John 5:14, “And 
this is the confidence that we have in 
Him, that if we ask anything according 
to his will, he heareth us.” 

With such an array of scriptural back- 
ground as this, it does not seem possibie 
to overemphasize healing by prayer and 
faith. Especially, if Jesus the great life 


giver first be recognized as head and 
the source of “all that pertains to life 
and godliness.” If some do make extrava- 
gant c.aims sometimes, we believe that 
those who are sincere followers of the 
Lord soon fall in line with the plain 
teachings of His Word. 

Now with healing so prominent in 
the Scriptures, and in the early church, 
and as it is with us today, what shall be 
our attiude to the children of God who 
do not get healed, or if they do, it is 
delayed and they are called on to suffer 
in their bodies? Shall we condemn them, 
or feel that they are lacking in their 
Christian experiences? No, in no wise. 

It is a wonderful thing to be privi- 
leged to call upon God and have Him 
heal our bodies. Such a blessing should 
be received in great humility and with 
thankfulness to our heavenly Father, 
who but for His great mercy cou!d do 
nothing for any of us. We know that in 
Bible times some were sick because of 
their sins and as a judgment from God. 
Some were sick because of their personal 
habits and some as a corrective measure, 
and doubtless many are sick today for 
the same reasons. But there are cases 
mentioned where there is no reference to 
sin whatever. From James 5:15, “if he 
have committed sins they shall be for- 
given him,” we infer that some whose 
sickness was in no way connected with 
sin or wrong doing would call for the 
elders. 

In Phil. 2:25-30 we read of the serious 
sickness of Epaphroditus. He was a co- 
laborer of the Apostle Paul, who com- 
mended him very highly, with no re- 
ference to any cause for his sickness, ex- 
cept “for the work of Christ he was nigh 
unto death.” Read 2 Kings 20:1-11. 
There is no evidence here that Heze- 
kiah’s sickness was the result of sin, or 
that there was any thing displeasing to 
God in his lite at that time. If so, his 
prayer in verse 3 would have been hypo- 
critical and God wou'd not have an- 
swered him at all. 

In the case of Lazarus (John _11:1) 
and of Dorcas (Acts 9:36) there is no 
intimation of any sin or any thing dis- 
pleasing to God in any way in either 
life. Evidently Elisha was sick for a 
time before his death (2 Kings 13:14- 
21) but the God of battles was with 
him in his sickness. There is a promise 
for the sick found in Psa. 41:1-3. 
“Thou wilt make all his bed in his sick- 
ness.” It is not stated if it be a deathbed 
or otherwise. It could be one as well as 
the other. 

Then if good, holy, Spirit-filled peo-

ple are sick, and others get sick, what 
are we going to do about it? Just what 
we have been doing all along. Read, 
teach, and apply all the precious promises 
and means given in God’s Word for 
healing, with all our hearts. If we can- 
not understand why some are not healed 
when we pray, and when others who 
seem to have faith have prayed, we wiil 
just leave them in the hands of the Lord 
and go right ahead. The Lord knows all 
about it. 


Personally, we believe that some of the 
most spiritual, humble, Christ-like peo- 
ple we have known suffered long and 
painful sicknesses. God does not offer to 
explain all of His ways to His creatures. 
He has holy purposes to accomplish 
sometimes in bodily afflictions and sick- 
ness, as well as in His dealings with His 
people on all other lines, that are beyond 
our comprehension. But we know that 
Jesus is the great Physician. Thousands 
have been healed definitely and beyond 
question. Other thousands are being 
healed still. So here we stand ior this 
glorious truth. Amen.

Wholesale arrest of Catholic 
and monks, allegedly for violating the 
exchange regulations, was revealed in 
Berlin. Ali were taken into custody in 
the course of a nation-wide purge of 
similar violators.—Pathfinder. 

Max Amann states that the national 
socialist papers have been losing out in 
circulation. Part of the suppression cam- 
paign is, ““Newspapers shall not thru 
their contents cater to confessional, pro- 
fessional, or limited interests circle of 
persons.” Newspapers affected by this 
paragraph must liquidate in three 
months. Germany, like Italy, proposes 
that only those things in harmony with 
government policy may be rendered 
avai'able for the general public. Tighter 
the bands and heavier the hand of dicta- 
torship falls upon the nations.

cA. Gall to Arms and Our Armor 


INTRODUCTION 

F we could view the nations of today, 

whether in Europe or America, we 
wou d see them arming on land, sea and 
in the air. Not only are the nations 
building all necessary war machines and 
vessels, but gases of various and deadly 
types are in development, incident to 
both offensive and defensive warfare. To 
all mechanical war developments and 
technicalities must be added the neces- 
sary man power to operate them. To 
provide such there is constant increase in 
national standing armies, both by volun- 
teers and conscription. 

TEXT: “Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil,” Eph. 6: 
11. 

Parties involved in Christian warfare 
are all professed followers of 
Christ. There is none of us who

power to carry to an accomplishment the 
purpose or counsel of our will in har- 
mony with the purpose of God. (2) It 
includes a clothing of the Spirit. The 
Greek word “enduo,” as used in Luke 
24:49, means to put on, to clothe, in- 
vest, array, etc. The Hebrew word 
“lovash” has identical meanings as used 
in the Hebrew translation of Luke 24: 
49. (3) It includes the gifts and graces 
of the Spirit. These spring out or grow 
out of the enduement, or investment of 
the power of the Holy Spirit. We learn 
to use these most effectively by being 
Spirit-led. The Apostle Paul gives us a 
striking illustration of the Christian in 
action. “I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly; so fight I, mot as one that 
beateth the air.” 1 Cor. 9:26. The Chris- 


tian’s conduct must be well disciplined, 


are exempt from service; because, él can OF tamte 
your adversary the devil, as a IBRAL > 
roaring lion, walketh about, pote BATTLE-SHIPS 
seeking whom he may devour. } 
Peter 5:8. Therefore, whether 


you desire to fight or not, you 
must choose between being de- 
voured and fighting. For you and 
each of you who care to be saved 
and render service for your Mas- 
ter, God has prepared for your 
conflict by providing a coat of 
mail, which will equip the indi- 
vidual for both offensive and de- 
fensive warfare. 

Let us consider two things in connec- 
tion with the Christian’s conflict: 1. 
You must be prepared to cope with “the 
wiles of the devil.” “Wiles” would be 
better understood if translated 
“methods.” Satan is not vaguely spar- 
ring at the Christian; he has well de- 
veloped methods. These have been in ac- 
complishment over a period of ages, and 
are the plans and strength of evil prin- 
cipalities and powers, under the supervis- 
ion of the rulers of the darkness of this 
world. 2. These powers and rulers are 
spiritual. v. 13. These are located in 
“heavenly places” for the purpose ot 
hindering your prayers and_ fellowship 
with God. 

THE CHRISTIAN ARMOR 

Consists (1) of an enduement of 
power from on high Lk. 24:49. There is 
no way to cope with evil “powers” ex- 
cept by being more powerfully equipped 
and endued. 

This enduement consists of three 
things: 1. An infilling of the Spirit to 
provide comfort, utterance of Spirit, and 





so that his race is not one of uncer- 
tainty; his stroke at Satan both in his 
ministry and testimony. must be more 
than a mere fancy or hobby. He 
must know how to use his armor for the 
accomplishment of the purpose for 
which it was given. It is not enough to 
wear the name Christian, we are com- 
manded to let our light shine, that men 
may see our good works and_ glorify 


God. 

Popular preaching for the compliment 
or praise of men will not suffice for 
the purpose of God; therefore, we must 
not “beat the air”; preach your convic- 
tions, go after the lost and dying by giv- 
ing them the principles of :---th where- 
by men alone can be saved. Expect God 
to work in your meetings, and if He 
does not, become alarmed, examine your- 
self whether ye be in the faith or not, 
pray through, do not give up when op- 
posed by the enemy, remember you were 
called to fight. Guard the sanctuary of 
truth, as a sleepless sentinel. If you 
would be promoted or be king, bring 
back some scalps of your enemies, Make 
your opposition the means of your pro-

motion and the opportunity of victory 
for Christ; you cannot have a victory 
without first being opposed with evil 
forces. Trust not in your own strength. 
“The weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strong holds,” 2 Cor. 
10:4. It is not enough to quote Shake- 
speare,.or put on a program. Start a 
prayer meeting and preach the truth and 
hold on, and it will end in a revival or a 
riot, possibly both. 
ARMOR DEFINED 

The word “armor” comes from the 
Greek word “panoplia” (panoply), and 
means a complete armor, a complete suit 
of armor, consisting of both offensive 
and defensive, such as sword, spear: 
shield, breastplate, helmet, etc., Lk. 11: 
22; Eph. 6:11, 13. We are to think o1 
this armor as_ that of _ spiritual 
equipment for the Christian sol- 
dier. There is a unique embodi- 
ment of truth and power in this 
armor. The compound word of 
panoplia in the Greek is composed 
of “pas”, meaning “all,” and 
“heplon,” which means an im- 
plement or tool. 

The prominent idea is of the 
soldier going to war, with fu'l 
regalia and equipment. “Hoplon”’ 
is also the root word which 
comes from “hoplite,”” meaning a 
full armed soldier. Now that na- 
tions are arming for deadly con- 
flict, it becomes the duty of 
Christians, to also arm for battle 
with Satan. Not only to arm_ but 
to call for volunteers in and through 
evangelistic effort. If men do not enlist 
when called upon for service as volun- 
teers, then conscription must be resorted 
to. Christ said “compel” them to come 
in, that my house may be filled. Take 
the initiative, press men for a decision 
for Christ; the powers of the Throne are 
behind His loyal workers. However, your 
success depends upon your allegiance to 
Christ, and your armor, 

Let us consider: 1. That the Chris- 
tian is a soldier. 2. He is under orders to 
fight. 3. He must both train and arm. 
Sometimes training is arming. 4. God 
provides a whole armor. 5. It is an evil 
day. 6. It is your duty to stand for truth 
and right in “the evil day.” The evil 
day is a day of war, hence the call to 
arms. 

THE GIRDLE OF TRUTH 

While Paul was in prison at Rome, 
possibly guarded by a Roman soldier, 
whom he watched on duty; or possibly

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Final Gommands 


E. B. CULPEPPER 


I have been impressed for sometime to 
write an article and so I write and send 
forth this message in the fear of the 
Lord, after praying earnestly for divine 
guidance. 

On certain occasions and under certain 
conditions we consider the first names 
used and first things said to be of the 
greatest importance, but not so do we 
think concerning our Lord for we are 
sure that some of the last or final things 
He said were of the very greatest impor- 
tance, hence our subject. 

We will first notice the definition of 
the word “final”: pertaining to the end, 
ultimate, finishing, decisive, that which 
jasts, or makes an end, the deciding heat 
of an athletic contest.—Webster’s Dic- 
tionary. 

The first of the final commands ot 
our Christ we will notice is found in 
Matt. 28:18-20, “And Jesus came and 
spake unto them, saying, All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world. Amen.” 
Please note that He says to “teach them 
to observe all things.” “Observe”: to 
keep in view; take notice of; celebrate, 
practice ceremunial'y; mention; to make 
observations.— Webster. We wonder 
why the different denominations do no 
have the great revivals as they once did, 
when we were boys in our teens. Un- 
doubtedly this is one of the main rea- 
sons— they are not observing to do all 
things Jesus commanded. Also please 
note that Jesus closed this command 
with the word “Amen”: verily, so be it. 
—Webster. Now we infer from this that 
Jesus intended this to be just this way 
as the word “verily” means in truth, 
certainly.— Webster. 

Again we notice another of the final 
commands of Jesus. St. Luke 24:49, 
“And, behold, I send the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem until ye be endued 
with power from on high.” We see that 
just as soon as He spake these words unto 
them He led them out as far as Bethany 
and blessed them and then ascended to 
heaven. This last blessing was so great 
that they shouted almost two miles as 
they returned to the city, and methinks 
one cause of this unanimous shout, that 
caused them to forget what the people 
thought or would say about them, was 


that they were returning to the city to 
do just what the Christ told them to do, 
as well as the great blessing He _ be- 
stowed upon them here. A mile and 
seven-eighths of another mile shouting, 
praising and glorifying the Christ who 
had just died to save them, and was 
risen from the dead with all power given 
unto Him in heaven and in earth. | 
imagine if the writer had been in this 
number, he would have shouted too, but 
as I was not I will have to do my shout- 
ing now in the 20th century. Hallelujah! 
I feel just like it now. 


Now last but not least of the final 
commands of our Lord will be found in 
the sixteenth chapter of St. Mark, verses 
15-18. “And he said unto them, Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
betieveth not shall be damned.” We 
wonder if possibly one of these disciples 
or apostles could have, or did ask Him 
the question “Lord, how will we know 
when the people believe?” But whether 
they did or not, He tells them in v. 17, 
18, “And these signs shall follow them 
that believe; In my name shall they cast 
out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deadly thing, it 
shall not hurt them; they shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shall recover.” 
Please note that these three last great and 
final commands were given by Jesus 
after His crucifixion and resurrection, 
just before His ascension. 


I wonder how many of my brother 
ministers can remember when they have 
gone to pray for the sick and have seen 
them instantly healed by the great 
power of the One who gave us these 
commands and came from the grave to 
do this, also how many have seen evil 
spirits cast out in the name of Him who 
openeth and no man shutteth and 
shutteth and no man_ openeth. The 
writer can well remember the times 
when the old poison serpents have come 
into the services. brought there, cf 
course, by unbelievers, and the great 
power of God would come down and 
they would be successfully handled as 
tho they were pet kittens. Some one may 
say, “The early disciples did not do this,” 
but I read in verse 20, “And they went 
forth, and preached everywhere, the 
Lord working with them, and confirm- 
ing the word with signs  fellowing. 
Amen.” We can readily see, dear ones, 
that these signs did follow the early dis- 
ciples of Christ, beyond a doubt, and 
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we can also see why they followed them 
as this text in the third phrase of verse 
20 says the Lord worked with them, and 
He (the Lord) confirmed the word with 
signs following. This is the main and 
one great essential, to have the Lord 
work with us, otherwise you had better 
keep your hands off the rattlers, copper- 
heads, etc. But if the Lord is with us 
sufficiently, we can handle them suc- 
cessfully as well as heal the sick and cast 
out devils. However, I fear reproach has 
come on our good Holy Ghost people by 
some undertaking to do this without the 
Lord working with them sufficiently to 
do these things successfully. I well re- 
member the half dozen times when the 
Lord worked with me_ to successfully 
handle these poison serpents and I can al- 
so remember the times when they were 
taken into the services and I did not han- 
dle them because I did not think the 
Lord was working with me sufficiently 
for this to be done successfully. 


Notice that Jesus closed this com- 
imand with the word “amen,” which 


means “so be it.” Then He wants these 
things to be just this way, does he not? 
Thank the Lord, I feel His power th's 
instant. 

We wish to notice a final command 
of the great Gentile apostle, Paul. 2 Cor. 
13:11, “Finally, brethren, farewell. Be 
perfect, be of good comfort, be of one 
mind, live in peace; and the God of 
love and peace shall be with you.” Some 
one will say, “What can I do to keep the 
victory?” Just obey this one of the final 
commands of the great apostle, is all 
that is necessary, as he says just as sure 
as we do these four things that the God 
of love and peace shall be with us. Now 
I will place this word against any one’s 
failure. 

Let us see the final command of the 
wise man Solomon. Eccl. 12:13, 14, 
“Let us hear the conclusion of the whole 
matter: Fear God, and_ keep his com- 
mandments: for this is the whole duty of 
man.” Some will say, “I am doing my 
duty by mv family or by my country 
or by my church.” Now if you are, you 
are keeping the commandments of God 
for He says, “This is the whole duty of 
man.” I think this would include going 
to Sunday School and prayer meeting, 
paying tithes, trusting the Lord with our 
healing, paying our 40c for general in- 
debtedness and 10c for the aged minis- 
ters’ fund. and in fact, every thing the 
Church of God teaches. Probably some 
will say, “What is the result if I do not 
do my duty?” The next verse plainly 
tells us just what will be the result. 
‘For God shall bring every work into 
judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good, or whether it be 
evil.” On this great reckoning day how

there hung on the walls of the prison 
the soldier’s coat of arms, and as he 
viewed them and thought of their use- 
fulness to the soldier he wrote his letter 
to the Ephesians embodying in his ad- 
monition a comparison of modern war- 
fare and equipment as an illustration to 
encourage and warn the Christian 
church. 

Thus he says, “Stand therefore, having 
your loins girt about with the truth.” 
We only stand as we stand in truth. Men 
must love the truth and hate the evil. 
The gird'e of the soldier kept all other 
pieces of his armor in place. Without 
possession of and obedience to the truth, 
an attempt at righteousness would be fu- 
tile. Without it faith would be a mere 
phantasy. Faith is based upon the verac- 
ity of truth. If we do not possess the 
truth as it is in Christ Jesus, then the 
shield of faith, the breastplate, 
the helmet, and all such, are of 
no avail. The triumph of the Chris- 
tian soldier is accomplished only as the 
Spirit and word of truth conquer the 
spirit of error and falsehood. The man or 
woman who attempts to stand for the 
God of truth (Titus 1:2) must first 
girdle himself or herself with truth. 
Truth alone can triumph over Satan, the 
father of lies, Jno. 8:44. 

THE BREASTPLATE OF RIGHT- 

EOUSNESS 

The breastplate of the military soldier 
protected his heart, the seat of physical 
life. The breastplate of the Christian is 
worn as pictured by our Lord going forth 
unto battle in Isa. 59:17. The breastplate 
of righteousness does not consist in moral 
rectitude; rather it is righteousness ob- 
tained by faith in an acceptance of the 
truth of the gospel of the imputed 
righteousness of Christ. In putting on 
the breastplate of righteousness, men are 
bound by the law of truth to always do 
right. Righteousness can only be drawn 
about us as we are girded with truth. 
The man who is girded with truth, and 
who is wearing the breastplate of right- 
eousness which comes by faith, is more 
than a match for the Satanic falsehood 
and deceit. This piece of armor mani- 
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fests to the outside world what truth 
has wrought in the heart. 
THE GREAVES, OR FEET-GUARDS 

“Having your feet shod with the pre- 
paration of the gospel of peace,” v. 15. 
The Roman soldier wore a military boot 
which covered the shin or front of the 
leg. The sandal was worn laced unto the 
sole of the foot. Thus guarded, he could 
travel over the thorny and rugged ways 
without danger of being cut or lashed by 
protruding hindrances. He could place 
his foot with firmness and safety. Only 
as thus guarded can we, as Christian 
men and women, dare to travel amidst 
the many false theories as taught of 
mankind today. 

We must be shod with the gospel of 
peace, which will make us ready to 
march when our captain gives us orders. 
You can only invade the camp of the 
enemy when you are armed and pro- 
tected from the theories of dust that are 
certain to cleave unto your foot. We 
preserve ourselves by living the truth. 
We manifest it by displaying righteous- 
ness. We preserve the truth as a Chris- 
tian doctrine and principle by spreading 
it. And though we are to fight against 
principalities and powers, rulers of dark- 
ness, etc., we do so only as we are peace- 
makers. We subdue violence by preach- 
ing and living the gospel of peace. 

SHIELD OF FAITH 

“Above all taking the shield of faith.” 
The shield of faith, like the armor, 
covered the whole body, thus we are 
doubly protected. The object of faith is 
Christ, upon whom we are dependent 
for “things hoped for.” Without faith 
in Christ we cannot quench the fiery 
darts of the wicked. 

“Faith is the victory that overcometh 
the wor'd,” John 5:4, 5. The shield was 
curved to fit the body, about four feet 
long and 2 and one half ft. wide. These 
shields joined together would afford pro- 
tection to an entire body of soldiers, 
hiding them from the rain of the oppos- 
ing army’s missiles. Faith as held by a 
body of Christians preserves the congre- 
gation from invasion of the evil forces of 
Satan As in military warfare the mis- 
siles headed with lead would fall as they

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SUPERVISOR VISITS THE 
BAHAMAS

I haven’t time or space to give a mi- 
nute report of the convention and the 
work on the islands, but I will endeavor 
to give a brief sketch. 

Brother E. O. Kerce, pastor of the 
church at Manatee, Fla., accompanied 
me on my trip. We were glad to have 
him with us. Tuesday morning abou: 
8:30 we boarded a plane and arrived in 
Nassau at 10:25, making the trip in 
one hour and fifty-five minutes. We 
found a warm reception awaiting us and 
at about 11:30 we were at the conven- 
tion hall and had the privilege ot giv- 
ing a response to the welcome address. 

The convention was one of the best 
and the presence of the Lord was mani- 
fested in a wonderful Brother 
Franks, overseer of the islands, was at 
his post of duty and had a well arranged 
program. The order and manner in which 
it was carried out was excellent. There 
were many good sermons and some of 
the best singing we have ever heard. 
Sometimes I suppose there were as many 
as one hundred on the floor dancing, 
shouting and praising God. 

The work on the islands seems to be 
progressing very well considering the ad- 
verse circumstances which confront 
them. We listened to the good reports 
from the various islands, which made 
us feei good. However, if you could have 
heard the reports and the conditions those 
native workers are laboring under, your 
heart would have been touched. Some of 
those pastors, according to their reports, 
hardly receive enough tithes in twelve 
months to take care of them one week 
here in the States. I believe one church 
on Long Island paid in tithes, one pound, 
five shillings, and a few quarts of corn, 
which would be in our money approxi- 
mately $6.50. Another pastor received 
eighteen shillings, which would be $4.50. 
Some of the other pastors received more 
and some of them received less. Abour 
the only churches that are self-support- 
ing are Abaco and the Nassau churches. 
The only place to earn much of a living 
is in Nassau. It seems that the native 
workers work at Nassau through the 
tourist season, making a little money to 
buy their clothes with and then they ge. 
to the outer islands and preach until they 
have to return’ for more clothes. They 
can get plenty to eat on the outer is- 


way. 
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lands, such as pigeon peas, corn, etc., 
but there is not much means of earning 
money on the outer islands. 


The overseer of Cat Island reported 
that they had lost a church because they 
were not able to keep up the rent which 
was 60c per month or $7.20 per year. 
It is hard to maintain a church there un- 
less they have a bui'ding to worship in 
as other organizations have gone in ther=, 
built churches and you can hardly get 
those native people to leave a place of 
worship where they have a building and 
go to another place where they haven't 
any. I feel sure if we could get our pev- 
ple to understand the conditions that 
are existing in these islands, there are in- 
dividuals that could and would pay th: 
rent on some of those buildings to keep 
the work going. The ministers seem to 
be faithful and are working and co-oper- 
ating with their overseer. Let us pray

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THE EXPECTATION OF GOD 
TOWARD HIS PEOPLE IN SIGNS 
C. E. GLENN 


Introduction: It will be our purpose 
to contrast the signs and what God ex- 
pects. 

Isa. 7:11, “Ask thee a sign of the 
Lord thy God; ask it either in the depth 
or in the height above.” , 


First we will notice the ancient signs 
—the cloud and pillar of fire, the fleece 
that Gideon put out (Judges 6:38), al- 
so to the man of God (1 Kings 13:3), 
and to Isaiah a sign of the virgin that 
will bear a son and shall call his name 
Immanuel, and another sign at his birth 
to the shepherds, Luke 2:12. Then as 
Jesus came out of the temple in Matt. 
24:1-14 and spoke of the temple to be 
thrown down, the disciples came to Him 
on the mount of Olives privately, say- 
ing, “Tell us when shall these things be, 
and what shall be the sign of thy com- 
ing.” Jesus answered and related unte 
them many things that would come to 
pass and what would bring the end. 

Notice how the world is moving bv 
signs, physical signs and commercial 
signs, political signs and social signs. On 
the highways there are signs pointing one 
way and the other, and of course as tu 
danger. There are the commercial signs 
of merchandise, what the merchant has 
to offer, and banks, of their service, also 
the signal lights in the city, when to 
stop and to go, also the secret orders as 
Moose and Elks, they all go by signs, ai- 
so the fog bells of the lakes, lighthouses, 
fire whistles, etc. 

The drunkards and saloons, beer gar- 
dens, poker rooms and dance parlors, and 
houses of prostitution, are the signs of 
sin and the devil. Every sinner is a sign 
of sin and what the devil is doing. Look 
at 2 Peter 3:3, 4. Scoffers and scientists 
assert the uniformity of nature. The 
modernist, oncoming of apostasy, unbe- 
lief and atheism, greed, selfishness, de- 
lusions, lukewarmness in churches, for- 
malism and worldiness are signs that are 
moving in the world. 

What does God expect of His people?

Throw 
yourself among the combatants in all 
proper ways, own and confess the great 
Redeemer, and let us, not as being wiser 
than you, my brethren, but as speak- 
ing to you the Word of the Lord, ad- 
vise you to this course, and lose no time.

struck the shield, even so does Satan’s 
attacks of deceit and temptation fall 
b'unted as they strike the Christian’s 
shield of faith. 

Faith is essential in both offensive and 
defensive warfare; there can be no pro- 
gressive minister, or Christian worker 
without it. It plans the attack and 
counter attack of truth, as_ righteous 
men and women lay down the barrage of 
truth against the armies of Satan. 


THE HELMET OF SALVATION 


The helmet of salvation and not the 
mere hope of it, offers protection unto 
the mind of man. It is scriptural to 
hope for that which is dispensationally 
delayed by the accomplishment of other 
things which must precede them. As we 
view the enemies’ camp, our heads be- 
come exposed. The helmet of, or hope of 
salvation gives us hope of deliverance 
from the evil oppression and tyranny of 
Satan that is everywhere present. The

The girdle of truth gives strength by 
which to stand. The breastplate of 
righteousness enthrones right within us 
while we seek to accomplish the task of 
doing right.

THE SWORD OF THE SPIRIT 

“And the sword of the Spirit, which 
js the word of God.” The girdle, the 
breastplate, the greaves and sandals, the 
shield of faith and the helmet are all de- 
fensive armor. The Sword of the Spirit 
is both defensive and offensive. The 
Sword or Word of the Spirit is so called 
because it proceeds from the Spirit. It 1s 
also a sword because it pierces like a 
sword into the heart (Heb. 4:12; Acts 
2:37). It pierces through the disguise of 
error and lays bare the “wiles” of the 
devil. Christ wielded it during tempta- 
tion, and so must we use it today. It is 
the minister’s weapon today, when con- 
fronted by atheism, unbelief, pride and 
worldliness. Men will find place to say 
“it is written,” and having done all to 
stand, stand in the armor God has pro- 
vided. — 

SUPPLICATION IN THE SPIRIT 


“Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and sup- 
plication for all saints.” v. 18. Prayer 
is not a seventh instrument of war. But 
is a state and condition of preparedness 
by which we assume the armor with 
which we are entrusted of God. This 
prayer is to include “all prayer” whether 
public, private, oral, or mental medita- 
tion. Proper prayer springs from the 
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No. 24—Self-pronouncing edition, authorized 
King James version, good Bible paper, marginal 
reference, chronological tables, helps to the 
study of the Bible including history, prophecy, 
life and teachings of our Lord, characteristics 
of the Old and New Testaments, miracles and 
parables, harmony of the gospels, scenes and 
incidents of the crucifixion, etc. Good Bible 
paper, concordance, maps, 5000 questions ani} 
answers, genuine Morocco cover, overlapping 
edges, red under gold edges.
